SEEKS ‘UNITY’ 

The Mizrachi statement de- 
dared: “The Mizrachi movement, 
which has carried the burden 
until now for a rligious Eretz 
Yisrael, will continue to do so 
in the full conviction that the 
battle will be won. However, we 
will also oppose any effort to 
break the unity of the Jewish 
people by anti-Zionist propa- 
ganda. 

“We will do everything pos- 
sible to avoid a crisis in the Gov- 
ernment at the precsnt time, in 
the hope that Prime Minister 
Ben Gurion, who has previously 
demonstrated understanding of 
the righteousness of our r°’'7- 
jous demands and the dangers 
of a Kulturkampf, will a.co re- 
cognize the truth of our de 
mands and will bring about a 
satsifactry solution of the pre 
gent difficultics.”

. ever, felt Ben Gurion was not en- 
couraging attempts by Mizrachi 


tion from the Israel Cabinet that 
“it was a despcrate s.ep, taken 
after almost a half year of con- 
tinued negotiations.” 

Meanwhile, Dr. Joseph Burg, 
Israel Minister of Health, and 
Hapoel Hamizrachi leadcr who 
is now touring the United States 
on behalf of the Israel Bond 
drive, has been trying to heal 
the breach in the Ortiiodox com- 
munity which resulted from the 
protest meeting. 

In a meeting with the Agudat 
Harabanim, which consists es- 
sentially of the oldcr, European- 
trained Orthodox rabbinate, 
Burg €xplained his group’s posi- 
tion on the conscription of wo- 
men in Israel and the attempts 
to <liminate the “trend” system 
of education. 

Burg, The Post learned, asked 
the rabbinical group to withhold 
further action until the Israel 
Chief Rabbinate hands down a 
decision on the religious issues. 

An earlier statement by Chief 
Rabbi Herzog forbidding the con- 
scription of women did not refer 
to conscription for civilian pro- 
jects, said Burg. The Hapoel 
Hamizrachi position is also under- 


stood to be that drafting women 
for work on farms, in hospitals, 
in schools, and for similar “civil- 
ian” projects was permissible. 
Burg added that Hapoel Hamiz- 
rachi would abide by a decision 
of the Chicf Rabbinate, even one 
that would forbid civilian con- 
scription. 

SHOULD BE DISCOURAGED 

Commenting on the _ protest 
meeting, Dr. Burg told a press 
confcrence that demonstrations 
are “a fine thing,” but warned 
that they are dangerous if re- 
straint is not practiced. 

Burg noted that neither the 
Agudat Israel nor Prime Minis- 
ter B-n Gurion were wrong in 
the action each respectively took 
on the matter of conscription. 
He said that when Aguda entered 
the Government last year, it ad- 
vised the Prime Minister that it 
reserved the right to leave if he 
put forth proposals for civilian 
conscription. Hapoel Hamizrachi, 
on the othcr hand, Berg said, had 
agreed that after a year, it would 
consider Government proposals 
for drafting women for non-mili- 
tary tasks.

NEW YORK—tThe outlook for reaching an agreement on coore 
dination between the Israel Bond organization and the United Jew- 
ish Appeal took a turn for the worse this week as the position of 
the UJA and the Jewish Agency on the ques- 
tion became known 

The Post learned that although The 
American Financial and Development Cor- 
poration for Israel has accepted the draft 
agreement drawn up by Abba Eban, Israel 
Ambassador to the United States, the UJA 
has voiced two points of difference, and the 
Jewish Agency, which was not included in 
the draft agreement, one. 

The UJA has raised the question about 
Eban’s right to vote, which, in the draft 
agreement, made him the crucial member of the body, since he not 
only was chairman, but also held the odd vote. The draft agreement 
called for three representatives from the Bond organization and 
three from the UJA, with Eban as impartial chairman. 

The second point raised by the UJA was in connection with the 
role of the Council of Jewish Federations and Welfare Funds in the 
coordination set-up. In the draft agreement, there was no place 
for the CJFWF, but it was understood that the UJA might name as 
one of its three representatives a delegate from the CJFWF. 

The Jewish Agency problem was more serious. The Agency is 
insisting, The Post learned, that it be an equal partner to any coor 
dinating plan. Both Nahum Goldmann and Rose Halprin are known 
to have taken this position. 

Eban’s views on the poinis were unknown, since he departed 
for Israel immediately following the session two weeks ago between 
himself and the Bond organization, and the UJA, with the Jewish 
Agency representatives looking on.

John Mill Dies at 82; 
Was Socialist Leader 


MIAMI BEACH, Fla. — John 
Mill, last survivor of the thirteen 
founders in Vilna, Lithuania, in 
1897 of the Bund, international 
Jewish Socialist and labor organ- 
ization, died last week at 82. 

Born in Russia, Mill partici- 
pated in the secret conference 
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which led to the formation of 
the Bund, which was anti-Czarist 
and, therefore, illegal, since 
Lithuania was then, as now, part 
of Russia. In its passionate devo- 
tion to internationalism and to 
the Yiddish language, the Bund, 
until recent years, had also been 
anti-Zionist and anti-Hebraist. 

Mill also took part in the abor- 
tive Russian Revolution of 1905. 
In 1914, he came to the USS., 
where, until his death, he ‘was 
active in the Socialist party, the 
Jewish Workman’s Circle, the 
Jewish Labor Committee, the 
Jewish Socialist Farband, and 
the Forward Association. 


He is survived by his widow, 
Miriam, and six brothers and 
sisters in Chicago and New York.

To South America 

BONN—tThree former Nazis 
who participated in the wartime 
extermination of Serbian Jewry 
are believed to be in South 
America, The. Jewish Chronicle 
of London reported from here. 

One of the missing men is 
Franz Rademacher, the German 
Foreign Office official in charge 
of Jewish affairs in the Nazi re- 
gime, who last March was sen- 
tenced to 41 months’ imprison- 
ment for complicity in the mur- 
der of 1,500 Serbian Jews. He 
was released pending a decision 
by the Supreme Court on appeals 
by both the defense and the pros- 
ecution. 





A new warrant for his arrest 
has been issued, and the prose- 
cution has asked the charge 
against him to be changed from 
manslaughter to murder, and 
the sentence increased. 

Also wanted in Germany is 
one Klingenfuss, who is said to 
have ordered the murder of 
many Serbian Jews. Klingenfuss 
is in Argentina, said The Jewish 
Chronicle, where he has been ap- 
pointed manager of the German- 
Argentina Chamber of Com- 
merce in Buenos Aires.

OLLOWING the High Holy Days last year, 
Rabbi Leo Brener, of Congregation Agudath 
Achim, Shreveport, La., discussed with his mem- 
bership, through the medium of his bulletin, why 
even the moSt holy days of the Jewish year left 
them untouched. 

“We attend shul dutifully,” he wrote, “we sit 
through part or all of the services; we wish our 
friends a Happy New Year, and we partake of 
special Yom Tov meals. All of this, however, 
leaves us cold. The Holy Days come and go, but 
we remain the same. We continue the identical 
pattern of existence as before. When the Shofar 
is blown at the close of Yom Kippur, the Days of 
Awe are as though they had not been. 

“I think the basic reason for this is our failure 
to meet the High Hcly Days halfway. All too. fre- 
quently we come to Shul with empty hearts. We 
look about us for our friends and acquaintances, 
but we do not look for spiritual guidance. We 
have a ready ear for the news and gossip, but we 
make no effort to hear the still, small voice call- 
ing for self-searching and self-improvement. 

“Under such circumstances it is no wonder 
that we are untouched by the message of the 
High Holy Days. Forced feeding may be of aid 
in cases of physical illness, but it cannot be used 
for spiritual impoverishment.” 


THE QUESTION RAISED by Rabbi Brener is 
a serious one. Certainly he describes a condition 
and an attitude which is not typical only of his 
congregation, but is true generally of most con- 
gregations in the U.S. 

What Is So Valuab’e 
W* like the comment of Sara Feder, presi- 
dent of the Pioneer Women, in the current 
issue of the organization's magazine, that the kind 
of community we have twenty-five years from 
now will be determined to a great extent by the 
enrollment in our Jewish schools this month. 

This brings the problem of Jewish education 
Into bold relief for everyone to see. 

The application of the same thought to the 
individual child makes just as effective a lesson. 

The kind of person your child will be twenty- 
five years from now will depend to a large extent 
on whether you enroll him or her in a Jewish 
religious school. 

Note that we purposefully did not say the 
kind of “Jewish” person your child will be twenty- 
five years from now. 

For the Jewish child without a Jewish educa- 
tion will not only most likely be a poor Jew, but 
almost inevitably a warped person, one who 
either resents openly being Jewish or resents it 
clandestinely, and is thus psychologically twisted 


and maimed.

should be apportioned out to ten 
or twelve.

SCHNUR is a name derived 
from a_ curious Jewish Sabbath 
custom. It refers to the Eruv, or 
Sabbath cord, employed in Jew- 
ish settlements of Central and 
Eastern Europe to stretch across 
open spaces for the purpose of 
enabling an Orthodox Jew to 
transport an object from one 
place to another on the Sabbath. 
Such transportation without an 
Eruv was forbidden. In order to 
establish such a Sabbath cord, or 
Schnur, it was necessary to ob- 
tain government permission and 
to pay a considerable fee. The 
fee usually was paid by a wealthy 
member of the community, who 
often took the name of Schnur in

BOMBAY, India—While West German officialdom ferment

In the West German cCapi- 
tal, meanwhile, 28 members of 
the Bundestag have filed a writ- 
ten request with Chancellor 
Konrad Adenauer to discuss the 
reparations agreement before 
open parliamentary debate be- 
gins. They suggested also that 
restitution funds be turned over 
to the United Nations as trustee 
for allocation to Arab nations as 
well as to Israel, in view of the 
Arab refugee problem. 


The move was led by Yugoslav- 
born Joseph Trischler, who rep- 
resented German ethnic groups 
in Yugoslavia and Hungary dur- 
ing the Nazi regime to the end 
of World War II. 

While Bonn has thus far re- 
jected Arab protests, insisting 
that Germany owes at least this 
“moral debt to the Jews, it has 
sveeded the establishment of di- 
plomatic relations with the Arab 
states, and instructed Dr. Heinz 
Krekeler, its diplomatic repre- 
sentative in the United States, to 
contribute $24,000 to the United’ 
Nations fund for aid to Arab ref- 
ugees in Palestine. 


At the same time, Jack Ray- 
mond, New York Times corre- 
spondent, reported that a Co- 
logne newspaper which is re- 
garded as being close to the pres- 
ent regime, urged editorially that 
it would be “unwise to shrug 
shoulders” at the Arab protests. 
The Koelnische Rundschau 
stressed the economic import- 
ance to Germany of the Arab na- 
tions, and noted that the Arabs
